LORD LIEUTENANT-GENERAL AND GENERAL GOVERNOR OP IRELAND. 

May it please Your Excellency. 

We, the Commissioners of National Education in Ireland, 

.submit to Y’our Excellency this our Seventy-sixth Report. In 
this report the statistics of attendance, religious denominations, 
etc., .in the schools, are for the year ended the 31st December, 

1909, the financial statements are for the year ended the 31st 
March, 1910, and the general information is brought up to the 
31st July, 191Q, 

Wo aro pleased to bo able to state that the improvement in the AtteIll3 ' lnc6 - 
regularity of attendance of the pupils in our schools, to which we 
made reference, in our last report to Your Excellency, still con- 
tinues, and the percentage of the average daily attendance to the 
number on rolls, which was (19.8 in 1908, has now reached 71.1. 

This is the highest percentage yet attained, and its significance 
is increased by the fact that the actual number of pupils in 
•average daily attendance during 1909 is the greatest re- 
corded for many years. The total number of pupils on the 
rolls, on the other' hand, shows some decrease, but this may be 
attributed to our present regulations which require the striking 
•off of pupils’ names from the register after four weeks’ absence. 

The number of pupils enrolled in seventh and eighth standards, 
however, continues steadily to increase. 

The question of grants for the building and improvement of the ^^‘ ng 
national schoolhousos has occupied our earnest attention for many 
months past. Owing to the want of funds, we have been obliged 
■onco more to suspend the awarding of grants for these purposes, 
notwithstanding the many urgent applications still undealt with. 

Since the end of November, 1909, we have made no building grants 
except in the case of four new schools and some minor works of 
improvement, etc., and it is impossible to say how much longer 
this serious crisis will continue. 
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Seventy-sixth Report of the Commissioners [1909-10. 

In our previous Reports to Your Excellency, and more especially 
in our Seventy-second report (1905-0) we called attention to this, 
question at considerable length. Wo pointed out that before 
1887 there was no limit fixed to the expenditure on this 
head for each year, but that in consequence of supplemental esti- 
mates for this service being required, the Treasury decided to limit 
the amount for the year 1888-9 and subsequent years to a fixed 
sum Accordingly down to and including the year 1903-d the 
sum of £40,000 was fixed as an annual amount, except m the years, 
from 1891 to 1896 when tlio annual grant was £30,000.* 

In the year 1902 the question of improving tho plans for the 
new schoolhouses, and of revising tho estimates in consequence of 
the increased cost thereby entailed, was considered by an inter- 
departmental committee, and, pending tho decision of the Irish 
Government and the Treasury on tho report of this committee, 
grants were in a large measure suspended for a period of over 
five years. Although tho report referred to was presented in 
November 1902, no decision which wc were able to accept was 
reached by the Irish Government and tho Treasury until early 
in 1907, and the revised plans and specifications were not ready 
for issue to managers until the end of that year. 

The virtual suspension of grants for such a long period 
caused a large accumulation of pressing claims, and in order 
to deal with these oases as well as with now applications which 
were received almost daily, wo represented to tho Treasury that 
£100,000 per annum would be required for five years. Tho sum, 
however, which the Treasury agreed to placo at our disposal for 
each of the three years beginning with 1907/8 was only £40,000, 
but as we were promised that this sum would bo supplemented by 
£70,000 from the Ireland Development Grant, wo felt that with 
this addition it would meet tho actual expenditure during those 
years, and we accepted tho grant as sufficient, for that poriod- 
At the same time we pointed out that it would bo necessary for 
us to know the amounts at our disposal at least two years in 
advance, inasmuch as our grants wore necessarily considered and 
sanctioned about two years in advaneo of the actual expenditure 
of the money. This information was not, however, supplied to us, 
and in September last we informed tho Treasury that wo had 
sanctioned grants in excess of the sums (amounting to £190,000) 
already either promised or allocated to us, and wo asked that a 
liberal provision should bo made for the following period of three 
years, commencing 1st April, 1910. 

In reply to our request wo wore informed by tho Treasury 
in January last that a further grant of £120,000 would bo made 
for the next three years, making a total provision of £240,000 
for the six years from 1st April, 1907, to 3.1st _ March, 1913. 
The sum of £70,000 which was to have boon provided out of tho 
Development Grant, but which wo have not rcocivod owing to the 
depletion of that fund, must bo considered as included in the fur- 
ther sum of £120,000 now promised by the Treasury, so that the 
actual provision for building offered by the Treasury for the 
current term of three years is in reality only £50,000.

To this letter of tho Treasury wo replied by pointing out that 
the grants already sanctioned by us since the year 1907 amounted 
to over ,£236,000, that tho sum promised represented only £60,000 
in addition to tho sum of £190,000 already promised, and 
that wo had approved of the erection of schoolhouses in some 
130 additional cases representing, approximately, a further ex- 
penditure of £1.35,000. In addition to these 130 cases, there are 
100 other applications for grants in which the necessary investi- 
gations nro being made, and there are fully six hundred oases of 
unsuitable school buildings where the managers have not yet 
applied for grants, apart altogether from between 2,000 and 3,000 
cases where in uoh-neodod improvements in the form of additional 
accommodation or tho provision of class-rooms are required. 

That tho Treasury grant is wholly inadequate for our 
immediate needs may bo at once seen when regard is had to the 
fact that tho amount, voted during the five years from 1903 to 
1908 averaged between £1.5,000 and £16,000, that before 1903 the 
Treasury considered £40,000 per annum might be supplied, and 
that, notwithstanding tho large accumulation of cases during the 
years of partial suspension of grants and the increased desire on 
the part of school managers to provide sanitary buildings, no in- 
crease is proposed by tho Treasury in the annual amount to be 
granted (£40,000) for tho six years from 1907 to 1913. The new 
buildings, moreover, which provide additional floor space per 
pupil, a class-room for each teacher, seating accommodation for 
all tho children, and suitable cloak-rooms and lavatory accommo- 
dation, aro necessarily more costly than those erected prior to 
1903. In revising the estimates it was also necessary to consider 
the increase in the cost of labour and materials. 

In many of tho cases where now houses are still required the 
existing buildings aro more hovels : some have earthen floors and 
thatched or broken roofs unceilcd within, and others are badly 
lighted and ventilated, possessing insufficient floor and cubic 
space for tho numbers in attendance, and destitute of any sanitary 
arrangements. We have referred at length in former reports to 
tho impossibility of doing really satisfactory work under such 
unfavourable conditions. Wo should be unmindful of our mani- 
fest duty if wo neglected or hesitated to state these facts again for 
your Excellency’s information and consideration. 

Wo have onoo more to make serious complamt that many pro- 
posals which wo have felt it our duty to urge in recent years for 
the improvement and extension of our educational system continue 
to receive but scant consideration at tho hands of the Irish Govern- 
ment and tho Lords of ilis Majesty’s Treasury. An English 
minister,* speaking in Parliament on behalf of the English 
Board of Education and reviewing the educational progress of the 
year, is ablo to point to a large increase of grants consequent on 
the ever-widening range cf tho activities of his department, to dis- 
course ut, length on tho ruralising of elementary education in 
country districts of England and the spread of agricultural in- 
struction through evening schools and school gardens connected 
with primary schools, and to discuss the beneficial effects of state-

instituted medical inspection of school children and increasnrl 
facilities for physical exercises and training in domestic economy 
In Ireland we are, we trust, fully alive to the importance an i 
advantages of such modern developments of educational effort 
but our demands for the necessary financial assistance for Bro ’ 
posals of a simpler and more obvious kind have hitherto been met 
with curt refusals. For seven years we have urged oil the 
Treasury the necessity of making grants for the instituting of 
higher grade national schools. In England and Scotland such 
schools form a most important feature of primary education’ in 
France and Germany similar institutions have been in existence 
for many years. The necessity for these schools is not loss but 
greater, here in Ireland, and the foundation of the National 
University and the opportunities of higher education thus pre- 
sented to classes of the people, hitherto without those advantages 
will tend irresistibly to increase the need. Similarly we have 
sought permission to encourage the clever pupils of our schools by 
throwing open to their competition a number of county scholar- 
ships. Both these proposals have been refused. In 1906 and in 
each year since we have asked to bo allowed to pay fees for in- 
struction in gardening in rural schools, and a simple and easily- 
worked scheme has been devised in connection with the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, but although the English minister mentioned 
makes a somewhat similar scheme in English schools the object 
of his most favourable references, no such proposals will be sanc- 
tioned for the benefit of Irish rural districts, notwithstanding the 
fact that agriculture is the principal industry of tho country. 

. We were encouraged last year to hope that our requests for 
aid towards the cost of the heating and cleaning of national 
schools were about to receivo favourable consideration, and that 
an annual grant to the extent of one-half the expense of providing 
for these requirements would be made available in the current 
year. The representatives of the school managers expressed their 
willingness to meet half of the cost, and at the request of the Irish 
Government we prepared estimates and proposed a scheme for 
submission to the Treasury. Wo regret that up to tho present 
the necessary funds have not been placed at our disposal, but we 
entertain the hope that tho Govern mont and tho Treasury may 
see their way, at no distant date, to allow a modilied grant for 
this purpose. 

Other proposals which we have formulated and put forward 
without success relate to the improving of tho staffs in tho schools, 
the increasing of the emoluments of certain classes of teachers, 
ana the interests of the training colleges. Lust year we requested 
tO- be allowed to appoint junior assistant mistresses in schools 
with an average attendance of at least, 85 pupils but not large 
enough to warrant the services of two certificated assistants. We 
have renewed this demand, but without success. Since 1904 we 
have dwelt on the necessity of improving the salaries of the prin- 
cipals of large and important schools; in 1907 when putting 
forward a scheme of improved payments for all teachers we in- 
cluded the provision of bonuses for the principals of largo' schools

as a vital branch of our proposals, but this portion of our 
scheme was excised by the Government. In 1908 and 1909 we 
repeated our requests on this head with no satisfactory result. 

In our last two reports we have drawn attention at length to 
the serious disability suffered by certain highly efficient teachers 
tc, whom, owing to tho limitation of the numbers in the first grade, 
though fully qualified for promotion, we have been unable to pay 
tho first grade salary. Of 29 teachers qualified for promotion to the 
first section of the first grade on 1st April, 1909, 12 have not yet re- 
ceived any increase of salary, and 10 received the salary of the 
higher grade on dates subsequent to the date of their nominal pro- 
motion. Similarly, of 07 teachers qualified for promotion to the 
.second section of thu first grade on the same date, 18 are still receiv- 
ing tho salaries of tho second grade,, and 7 were raised to the first 
grado salary subsequently to 1st April, 1909. Moreover, several’ 
additional touchers became qualified for promotion to both sections 
of the grado from 1st April, 1910, and in their case the dates on 
which they will receive the increase of salary which they have 
earned cannot yet be indicated even approximately. We have 
again to express our dissatisfaction that the Treasury has refused 
to acoedo to our request for an increase in the numbers of available 
places for teachers in tho two sections of the first grade. 

During the year ended the 31st March, 1910, we awarded pro- 
motions to higher grades to 369 principal teachers, who had 
successfully complied with the prescribed conditions. Of these 
teachers 47 wore promoted to the first section of the first grade, 103 
to the second section of tho first grade, and the remainder, 209, to 
tho second grade. As stated above, a number of the teachers 
(masters) promoted to the first grade have not yet received the 
increase of salary consequent on their promotion, owing to the 
wont of vacancies in tho grade. 

Besides theso oases of ordinary promotion we have also con- 
sidered the cases of certain principal teachers who have shown 
-exceptional ability in tho discharge of their duties during a long 
period. After a careful examination of each such case we have 
granted special promotion to 53 principal teachers, of whom 4 
were placed in tho first section of the first grade, 4 in the second 
section of tho first grado, and 46 in the second grade. 

Triennial increments of good service salary were awarded to 
3,057 teachers during the samo period. 

In our last report to Your Excellency we called attention to the 
working of tho Teachers’ Pensions Act, and expressed our opinion 
that tho time had come when an inquiry should be held on the 
subject with a view to the improvement of the provisions of the 
pensions’ scheme. Wo particularly adverted to the case of 
teachers obliged to retire owing to inefficiency without moral fault, 
or to permanent incapacity for service through ill-health, and we 
repeated our proposal to the Treasury that in oases of this kind 
somo allowance shorxld bo made in the form of “ added years ” in 
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Seventy-sixth Report of the Commissioners [1909-10. 

calculating tlxa amount of the retiring allowance. No action has 
yet been taken in regard to the improvement of the pensions of the 
teachers, but in view of the recent statement of the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer on this subject, in reply to a deputation of National 
Teachers, we are hopeful that this matter of pressing concern to 
members’ of the teaching profession will receive careful and sym- 
pathetic consideration from the Lords of His Majesty’s Treasury. 

In the interests of our training colleges we havo again pressed 
the claim of the provincial colleges to a sharo in the advantages 
of the Eree Home Grants, which are enjoyed by the colleges in 
Dublin, but we regret that this inequality of treatment still re- 
mains unredressed. The accommodation for the women students 
of our college at Marlborough-street still continues in the unsatis- 
factory condition described in our last report, our application for 
a grant for new residential buildings for these students not having 
been acceded to. 

The number of schools in which cookery and laundry work 
are taught continues to show a gratifying increase. The number 
of schools teaching cookery on 31st December, 1909, was 2,342, 
as compared with 1,596 on the previous 31st December. 
Laundry work was on the same date taken up in 341 
schools, against 227 in the previous year, The amount paid in 
special’ fees for these branches in the school year 1908-9 was 
£8,705. being an increase of over £3,000 as compared with the 
previous school year. The quality of the instruction is reported 
to be, on the whole, of a very satisfactory character. The equip- 
ment is not in many schools all that could bo desired, 
but steady improvement is observable in this respect, 
and in all the new vested school-houses now in course 
of erection suitable furniture and fittings for instruction 
in cookery and laundry work are supplied, when the attendance 
is expected to include girls over eleven years of ago. In a few 
cases during the past school year the plan of teaching these sub- 
jects at classes held at centres, instead of in the school-buildings, 
has been successfully attempted, notably in tho Ballymacarrett 
portion of the City of Belfast. 

On the 31st December, 1909, instruction in tho Irish language 
was given in 3,066 schools, as compared with 3,047 schools on the 
31st December, 1908. The number of schools in which the 
bilingual programme was taught increased from 168 in 1908/9 
to 181 in 1909/10. 

Wo are further glad to note an increase in tho number of elemen- 
tary evening schools in operation during the lust session, and we 
believe that much advantago will bo taken of our now scheme of 
grants for evening classes in largo urban centres in tho coming 
autumn. 

We now proceed to give Your Excellency dotailod information 
under various heads.

3. The erection and improvement of vested school premises are 
carried out under the direction of the Board of Public Works. 
On the 1st of April, 1909, the amount for which that Board 
was liable in respect of grants already made by us and 
notified to them was £94,961 3s. 9d. In addition to this sum, 
we had made grants amounting to £48,389 14s. 2d., which had 
not been ready for notification to the Board of Works. The total 
liabilities, therefore, on that date amounted to £143,360 17s. lid.

In 26 cases of the erection of new school-houses grants amount- 
ing in the aggregate to £4,309 3s. 6d. in excess of the normal 
grants were made, as the schools to bo built aro in needy and con- 
gested districts. In five of these cases the total estimated cost of 
the new buildings was granted. 

5. We also approved of applications to the Board of Works 
for loans, to the amount of £1,460, for building, enlarging or 
otherwise improving existing noil-vested school-houses. 

We approved of loans in 20 cases to provide teachers’ resi- 
dences, and in 3 oases to improve existing residences. The 
total amount of the loans approved was £0,974 2s. Gd. 

Since the year 1876, when the National School Teachers' 
Residences (Ireland) Act came into force, 1,790 applications for 
loans, and 80 applications for grants, have been approved by us. 
In a large percentage of cases, however, the Teachers are as 
yet unprovided with suitable residences. 

On the 31st December, 1909, according to returns received 
from the managers, teachers’ residences were connected with 
2,294 ordinary schools. In 937 of these oases tho residence 
was entirely free to the teacher; in tho remaining 1,367 cases 
the teachers paid rent or taxes, or both. The estimated annual 
value of free residences was £6,67^

Day Schools in Operation: Attendance. 

7. On the 31st of December, 1909, we had 8,401 schools in 
operation. During tho year 1909, 63 schools were brought into 
operation — viz., 55 vested in the Commissioners or in trustees, 
and 8 non-vested. In 127 cases the grants were either suspended 
or withdrawn. 

The accommodation afforded in the schools was sufficient for 
760,578 pupils, allowing ten square feet of floor space for each 
pupil. 

The classification of the schools (exclusive of Model, Convent, 
Monastery, and Workhouse schools) in respect of the number of 
rooms available for school purposes is as follows : —

8. In addition to the schools in operation on the 31st Decem- 
ber, 1909, 289 to which building grants had been made were 
not completely built, and 12 other schools were also inoperative 
for various reasons. 

9. Prom the returns we have received, it appears that in 216 
schools, fees amounting to £3,076 11s. 5d. were charged to pupils 
over 3 and under 15 years of age, and that all the other 
schools woro free to such pupils. In 146 schools, fees amounting 
to £367 19s. 6d. were received from pupils over 15 years of age, 
and in 186 schools, fees amounting to £2,067 8s. Od. were paid 
by the pupils for instruction outside school hours in special 
subjects.

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51. Colleges for the teaching of Irish. 

A payment of £6 is made to special colleges for the teaching of 
Irish in respect of each teacher who, having attended the 
required number of lessons, passos the examination at the end 
of the course, and who subsequently teaches Irish satisfactorily 
in a public school for one year. In order to facilitate their 
attendance at these courses, teachers are granted vacation to the 
extent of 50 days in the year in which they attend a course, 
provided their schools are kept open for at loast 200 days in such 
year. Seven colleges have been rocognisod, and sinco they were 
opened, 521 of the students havo boon registered as qualified to 
teach Irish as an ordinary or extra subject. These colleges will 
do much to meet the demand for suitably trained teachers of 
Irish in schools situated in Irish-speaking localities and in other 
schools throughout the country in which it is desired that Irish 
shall be taught.

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Compulsory Attendance Provisions of the Irish 
Education Act, 1892. 

52. At the end of the year 1909, 220 School Attendance 
Committees existed, 89 in Urban Districts and 131 in Rural 
Districts. According to reports received from the Committees, 
the provisions of the Act were enforced, during the year, by 217 
of these Committees. 


Under the provisions of the Act, children over 6 and under 14, 
with certain exceptions, are required to attend school, and to 
make 75 complete attendances in each half-year ending respec- 
tively the 30th June and 31st December. 


There are 41 towns having municipal government, to which 
the provisions of the Act apply, but for which school attendance 
committees have not been appointed. There are 121 Rural Dis- 
tricts without school attendance committees. 


We give here a table showing, for the places with school 
attendance committees and for those without school attendance 
committees respectively, the average number of pupils on the 
rolls of the National Schools, the average daily attendance, and 
the percentage of the average daily attendance to the average 
number on the rolls : —

6G. 296 Merit Certificates were issued during the year to 
pupils over 13 years of age who had been enrolled in the 
Seventh Standard for one year, and who had, in the opinion 'of 
the inspectors, attained to considerable proficiency in English, 
Arithmetic, and Geography. The number of pupils enrolled in 
Seventh or higher Standard increased from 9,143 in 1904 to 
21,894 at the end of the year 1909. 

Half-time Pupils. 

57. On the 31st December, 1909, there were 3,449 half-time 
pupils on the rolls of 142 schools. These schools, with the excep- 
tion of one in Cork, are in the province of Ulster (Counties of 
Antrim, Armagh, Down and Tyrone). The average daily attend- 
ance of half-time pupils in these schools during 1909 was 1,608.

Ou the 10t.li April, 19.1.0, we passed the following resolution: — 

“ Tho CoumuHsionorH of National Education desire to place on record 
the loss they have sustained by tlio death of Mr. W. R. J. Molloy, so long 
connected witll this Board, first as Inspector, then Secretary, and finally 
aH (JommisHionor, whoso attendance at their meetings was so regular, _ and 
whoso knowledge and lengthened experience on all matters pertaining 
to education was of mtoh Horvioo to the Commissioners.” 

On tlio 3rd Mliy, .1910, the following resolution was passed : — 

11 Tho Commissioners of National Education, at their first meeting after 
the death of Judge Shaw, wiBh to place on record the loss they have thereby 
sustained. Tho Judge's logoi experience, Iris practical common sense, 
oxtromo fair mitldodnoss, and large-minded idoos in all matters of education 
wore of groat benefit to his oolleaguos ; and the Board greatly regrets the 
Iohb of so valuable a momber.” 

And on tho 14th Juno, 1910, tho following resolution : — 

“ That wo, tho Commissioners of National Education, desire to place on 
reoord our groat sorrow at the loss we have sustained by the death of 
Lieutenant-General the Bight Honourable Sir William F. Butler, G.C.B 
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“ Sir William Butler was a valuable member of our Board on account 
of many qualities which aro seldom found unitod in a singlo person He 
possessed a deep knowledge of Mb1i history which was illuminated' bv a 
genuine patriotism. His insight into the manners of the poople, and liis 
practical acquaintance with some of tho moro obscure aspects of Irish life 
gave weight to his judgment in dealing with many of tho difficult problems 
of National Education. His love of children, and his sympathy with 
their ways, taught him to view education, not as a moro collection of precepts 
but as a living reality. He was particularly interested in the physical 
well-being of the young. 1 J 

“ By his country, which ho snrvod witli rare devotion, his loss will ha 
long felt ; to his colleagues, who lovod him for the brightness of his intellect 
and the sweetness and simplicity of liis character, lio 1ms left tho memory 
of a life without fear and without roproaoli, and tho sonso of on irreparable 
loss.” 1
